•iwiug McDonald took its flight from 
ts abode of city. 


Tuo end came peacefully aud without 


a struggle. For bourn hope of recovery 
md beeu abandoned by the dying man, 
lis physician and his family, and 
when death occurred Mr. McDonald 
was surrounded by his entire family. 


Yesterday the patieut vomited at fre- 
ueut intervals all through tho day and 


oould not retain any nourishment on his 
atomaoh. 


At 8 o'olook last night hia pulse was 


120, and the physioi&u pronounced the 
end but a few hours off. 


During the day Senator MoDonald 


talked freely with the members of hU 


family concerning the coming ond ond 
made all tho necessary arrangements 
for his funeral, even to how ho is to bo 
dressed. No one except tbe physician 
and the members of the family were ad- 
mitted to the eiok chamber yesterday 
after the sacrament had been admin- 
stored. 


At 11:35 the great statesman breathed 


his laat. Ho had known that his death 
was near since Saturday night, and at 0 
o'clock yesterday morniug sent word to 
John M. Butler, his law partner, thai 
ie wished to see him, and upon Mr.But- 
«r's arrival Mr, McDonald stated that 
the battle was over. 


He then expressed a desire to partake 


of tho oommnniou, and the wish was 
convoyed to the elders of the Second 
Presbyterian ohuroh, ol whioh Mr. Mo- 
Donald and his wife became members a 
few days ago. In the absence of tho 
pastor, the Rev. Joseph A. Milburn, the 
Rev. Dr. M, L. Eaiaoa waa called upon 
to administer tbo sacrament. 


The ritoa were most beautiful and al 


their oonolnsion the dying man said: 
"As I thns acknowledge my obligations 
I bring my career to a close. There 
have been mauy triumphs aud a few 
failures, but in tho main I have pur- 
posed iu my heart to cleave to the 
right. 


"As I take my leave of the things of 


this life, T turn over my affairs to the 
hands of my Redeemer with a perfect 
trust and confidence." 


About 0 o'clock he foil into a state of 


painless unoonoiousnesB, from whioh he 
did not emerge until a few moments be- 
fore tho ond. Dr. Runnels eipressed 
tho belief that the last few moments 
were painful although the senator did 
not complain. At about 11:16 the fam- 
ily, consisting o! Mrs. McDonald, Mal- 
colm MoDonald, the eldest eon, 3, B. 
Oaldwell of Jeffersonvillo, a son-in-law 
of the senator, W. B. Kerr, olerk of the 
superior oonrt, a half brother, Mrs. 
?rauois Marsh, a sister, Mrs. W. 0. 
Sbepard, a niece, Jessie MoDonald, a 
granddaughter, aud Miss Lydia Jen- 
kins, tbe housekeeper, were called in 
aud in a few minutes after, without any 
sign or evidence of a consciousness of 
:he fact that death was imminent Mr. 
MoDonald passed away as & child fall- 
ing asleep. 


Joseph E, MoDonald was bom in 


Butler county, Ohio, August 29, 1810. 
He waa the son of Jolyi MoDonald, a 
Scotchman, and a farmer by occupation. 


John MoDouald died whilo the sub- 


ject of this sketch was iu his iufauoy.

MoDonald his widow was married to 
John Kerr, in Fairfleld township, Ent- 
er county, Ohio.

In the spring of 1842, with 
Zebulon Beard, of Lafayette, one of the 
irst lawyers of the state, as bin piuoep- 
or, ho began the study of law and ad- 
vanced rmpidly iu btudy, his quick and 
Irm grasp of its principles being noted 
13 remarkable. 
In 1813 ho was ad- 


mitted to practice npon examination by 
fudges Blaokford, Detroy and Sullivan, 
3f the supreme court. 
Ho was nomi- 


nated as a democrat for tbe ofiloo of 
prosecuting attorney before ho received 
iia license to practice, and was elected 
a that position over Robert Jones, a 
ffbig, who was a prominent member of 
he Lafayette bar. 


On December 25, l&U, he wan mar- 


ied to Nancy Ruth Buell, at Williams- 
port, the daughter of Dr. Buell, a ptom- 
uuut physician and surgeon of that 
lay.

Gaekiel M., Malcolm A., Frank B. and 
Annie M. MoDonald, all of whom, ex- 
cept Malcolm, died after reaching their 
majority. 


In the fall of 18-17 he removed to

tice of law, lived there until 185!), Ho 
was elected to the thirty-first congress 
rom what was the eighth district, iu 
1849, aud served one term. In 1856 he 
was elected attorney general of Indiana, 
jeing the first ohoeon to this ofiloo by 
the people, and was ro-eleotod iu 1858, 
making in all four years' service in that 
position. In the spring of 1859 ho re- 
moved to Indianapolis, where he formed 
a law partnership with Addison L, 
Roaohe, ei judge of the supremo oonrt 
of Indiana. In 1861 Mr. MoDonald 
was nominated governor by the demo- 
cratic state convention, and made a 
Joint canvas* with Oliver P. Morton, 
the republican nominee. At thu elec- 
tion he received 6,000 more votes than 
the democratic state ticket received iu 
1802, when the entire democratic state 
ticket, together with a majority in both 
branched of the general assembly, was 
elected. 


In 1808 Mr. McDonald's eldest son, 


Ezekiel, came into the law firm as a 
partner, and tbe neit year Judge 
Roaohe retired. 
Ezekiel remained a 


partner with his father until his death, 
Jan. 1, 1873. Mr. McDonald's wife had 
died ou the 17th of September preceding 
this event On the 16th of September, 
1874, ho married Araminta W. Vance, of 
Orawfordsville, who died Feb. 2, 1875. 


Mr. McDonald's last marriage took 


•lace hi Washington hi January, 1881, 
ie bride being Mrs. Josephine F. Ber- 
rd, of this city, daughter of tho late 
oseph Farnaworth, of Madison, n onl- 
nred and refined lady. This marriage 
haa been a most happy one, Mr. and

Mr. McDonald was elected to the 
nited States senate for six years to 


succeed Daniel D. Pratt, and took his 
seat in that body March 6, 1875. He
